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“BOTH the scale and rapidity of these cuts are way 
beyond even the Thatcher cuts. They are entirely 
without precedent in the history of local government. 
They will cause wholesale closure of key public 
services. Virtually all support for Haringey schools 
will be axed and schools left to fend for themselves 
while at the same time their budgets are cut. 

“The government’s claim that schools have been 
protected is a lie. I appeal to all your readers to 
support our protest march on January 17 and to 
put the TUC national demonstration on March 26 in 
their diaries now.”

BOSSES at Haringey Council have shelled out 
more than £9,000 of taxpayers’ money on new 
chairs for councillors to sit on at meetings 
despite facing an £87million budget hole. 

The authority has been criticised for forking 
out a total of £9,195 for 100 new chairs to line 
the council chamber. 

Justin Hinchcliffe, the chairman of Haringey 
Conservatives, accused Labour councillors of 
hypocrisy, saying they preferred to cut vital 
services and blame the government. 

He told the Advertiser: “Hypocritical Labour 
councillors wring their hands about having to 
make cuts to services, but they aren’t inter¬ 
ested in cutting waste or red tape. They prefer 
to cut vital services in order to blame the coali¬ 
tion government. This decision shows how 
they always put themselves first rather than the 
people of Haringey they are meant to serve.” 

Former Conservative councillor Alan Dob- 
bie added: “The existing chairs were in a very 
good condition and didn’t need replacing. This 
is a shameful waste of taxpayers’ cash. What 


service has Haringey cut to pay for these 
unnecessary chairs?” 

The news comes as more than 1,000 council 
staff members have been told their jobs are at 
risk and cuts are being planned across many 
services. Campaigners have warned the most 
vulnerable in the borough will be hit the worst. 

But a council spokeswoman defended the 
expenditure. 

She said: “The decision to buy the chairs 
was made months before the government 
announced its austerity measures, leaving the 
council with a significant budget gap to bridge. 

“The decision to purchase was due to safety 
concerns with the older ones which did not 
comply with British Standards and were 
becoming unstable. The council tested the 
price before buying to ensure value for money 
and durability. The chairs are used frequently 
by members of the public attending events, 
such as citizenship ceremonies, as well as by 
councillors, and safety is a prime concern of 
the council.”

The Professional 
Development 
Centre is at risk 
of closure if cuts 
go unchallenged

S CHOOLS across Haringey 
could be “left to fend for 
themselves” if support staff 
whose jobs have been ear¬ 
marked for redundancy are lost, union 
leaders have warned. 

Some 51 members of staff who pro¬ 
vide crucial support for schools have 
been told that their jobs are likely to be 
cut from the end of March in order to 
save money. This is virtually the entire 
staff of the Professional Development 
Centre, based in Downhills Park Road, 
Tottenham, many of whom are former 
teachers who have clocked up years of 
local knowledge and experience which 
they pour into improving the bor¬ 
ough’s schools. 

The posts have been earmarked for 
the chop by Haringey Council chiefs 
battling to plug a budget black hole of 
£87million over the next three years, 
following cuts imposed by the coali¬ 
tion government. 

But Tony Brockman, secretary of 
Haringey National Union of Teachers 
secretary, has warned the move could 
leave schools gravely under-resourced 
at a time when their own budgets are 
being slashed, beginning with a ten per 
cent cut in the Area Based Grant 
announced last year. “This govern¬ 
ment simply does not understand how 
school improvement works,” Mr 
Brockman told the Advertiser. 

“They are cutting all but the most 
minimal support for schools in 
Haringey. They assume that a school 
which has difficulties will be capable 
of identifying and commissioning 
support from a private market which 
barely exists. Instead of supporting 
schools, their policy risks school fail¬ 
ure which will only be identified after 
children’s education has been dam¬ 
aged. Their approach runs counter to 
all research and evidence on school 
improvement. 

“It will dissipate the expertise and 
local experience of highly respected 


school professionals in Haringey.” 

School improvement staff in 
Haringey run training courses for 
newly qualified teachers, provide 
after-school study support for pupils 
struggling to keep up and help schools 
deal with problems such as bullying, 
drugs and alcohol. They also help 
pupils with special educational needs 
and advise teachers on how to tackle 
the huge challenge of a ethnically 
diverse borough; advising on how to 
improve attainment of black and 
minority ethnic children and those 
who don’t speak English as a first lan¬ 
guage. They also help teachers deal 
with vulnerable pupils recently arrived 
in the UK, including refugees from 
war-torn countries and asylum-seek¬ 
ing children. 

C HILDREN’S skills in numer¬ 
acy and literacy could also suf¬ 
fer if the posts are lost. Among 
those destined for the chop are mem¬ 
bers of maths and literacy teams who 
currently work in every school in 
Haringey to bolster teaching and 
learning in these key areas. 

And while government schools 
watchdog Ofsted highlights problems 
following inspections every three 
years, Haringey school improvement 
staff work closely with headteachers, 
teachers and governors to flag up 
problems before they escalate. 

Mr Brockman said: “Ofsted only 
pick up the pieces after things have 
happened, when it’s 
too late. But school 
improvement offi¬ 
cers look at things 
such as staff 
turnover and inter¬ 
nal exam results, 
identifying con¬ 
cerns and feeding 
that information to 
the council which 
operates a traffic- 
light system. Then 
schools are given a 
special programme 
of support. 

“This is clearly so 
much better than 
waiting until things 
have gone com¬ 
pletely and utterly 
pear-shaped.” 

Unions in 
Haringey, including 
the NUT, Unison, 
UCATT and Unite, 
have organised a 
march and a rally on

Monday to draw attention to the effect 
of these cuts on public services, such 
as schools, care homes and libraries. 
They will appeal to councillors before 
a meeting at 7pm during which key 
decisions on budget will be made. 

Campaigners will gather in Ducketts 
Common, opposite Turnpike Lane 
Tube station, at 5pm and march 
through Wood Green toward Haringey 
Civic Centre. Organisers are urging 
anyone concerned about cuts to 
Haringey’s public services to take part. 

Sean Fox, Haringey Unison branch 
secretary, said: “The cuts are akin to a 
reversal of Robin Hood, stealing from 
the poorest to protect the richest. 
Finding £46million from council bud¬ 
gets could only ever be achieved by 
withdrawing frontline services so the 
government agenda of localism and 
choice is a lie.” 

Councillor Lorna Reith, cabinet 
member for children and young peo¬ 
ple, said: “Central government cuts 
have forced a number of redundancies 
at the Professional Development 
Centre. Within the constraints of the 
much-reduced resources from govern¬ 
ment we are restructuring our school 
improvement services to ensure we 
can still effectively deliver our statu¬ 
tory duties, including work with newly 
qualified teachers, and will continue 
to offer support to vulnerable children 
and to schools struggling to meet their 
targets. For the time being, the PDC 
will remain the base for school 
improvement work.”

Tube death linked to fatal stabbing 


A MAN who was killed by a Tube train at 
Finsbury Park station on New Year’s Day 
has been named as 23-year-old Czech-born 
Jiri Stuchlik. 

Police are linking his death under a 
southbound Victoria Line train with the 
murder of 27-year-old Czech national Jitka 
Nahodilova who was stabbed to death at a 
house in Barnet the following day. 

Mr Stuchlik died just before 4.20pm 
on January 1 as a result of serious head 
injuries after hitting the train. Police 
say they are treating his death as 
non-suspicious. 

Forensic teams were last week combing 
the house in Hampden Way, Friern Barnet, 
for clues after Miss Nahodilova was found 
at 9.40am on January 2 having 
suffered multiple stab wounds. 

She was born in the Czech Republic and 


worked as a deputy manager for a 
European clothing firm. In a poignant 
statement, her father Lubomir Nahodi 
said: “Jitka was full of life, a kind, 
considerate and loving daughter.” 

Both deaths are being investigated by the 
Metropolitan Police’s Homicide and Serious 
Crime Command and anyone with 
information is urged to come forward. 

Detective Inspector Liz Baker said: “This 
is a tragic case and our hearts go out to 
everybody involved. We would like to thank 
the embassy of the Czech Republic for 
their assistance in our investigation.” 

Inquests into both deaths are set to be 
opened this week at Barnet Coroner’s Court.

‘There is stress, 
but knowiifc 
yfm’ve saved 
someone’s life 
li^ueh a buzz’ 


LUCY PURDY goes along on the emergency 
rounds with the London Ambulance Service 


A N EMACIATED man lying on a 
pile of old cushions limply lifts his 
head and looks at us as we walk 
through the door. A pile of dirty 
clothes and a few pieces of rubbish 
are the only possessions to punctuate the bare 
concrete floor, and the stiflingly warm flat reeks 
of stale cigarette smoke. 

I’m out on the road with a London Ambulance 
Service crew on a freezing Thursday just before 
Christmas and slowly realising that, like so many 
of the patients they see, there is a lot more to this 
call-out than first meets the eye. 

The report which flashed up on the ambu¬ 
lance’s computer described a 55-year-old unable 
to get out of bed, but this man can’t even tell us 
his name or when he last ate or drank. He only 
repeats: “I’m unwell, I’m sick,” in a strong 
Jamaican accent before slumping his stick-thin 
body back against the bed in resignation. 

We discover from his notes that he is HIV pos¬ 
itive and has not been taking his medication. A 
concerned care worker raised the alarm after not 
hearing from him for three days. 

“He’s in a bad way,” says Dave Brennecke, 
duty officer at Bounds Green station and one of 
the two paramedics I joined on the 12-hour shift. 

“Shall we pop you up to the hospital mate?” he 
asks. “Yes sir,” replies the man, opening one eye 
and offering a weary grin, before Dave clambers 
from the ambulance to hand over our charge to 
an overflowing A&E department at North 
Middlesex University Hospital. 

Uniformed in green and full of banter despite 
the urgency of their jobs, Dave and his colleague, 
ex-military man Lyndon Ashurst, are manning 
just one of the 13 ambulances based at stations in 
Bounds Green, Edmonton and Tottenham. Bat¬ 
tling time-wasters, traffic, bad weather, tight 
response targets and even physical abuse, they 
get through their shifts on a combination of sheer 
hard work and camaraderie in even the bleakest 
of situations. 

At 8.17am, we’re called to a 22-year-old 
woman in labour in Tottenham. My heart races as 
the sirens blare but Dave and Lyndon, remain 
relaxed as we dodge rush-hour traffic en route to 
Great Cambridge Road. The young Polish 
woman and having painful contractions but she 
was sent home from the Homerton Hospital in 
Hackney at 4am to wait for the labour to start. 
Dave is concerned that she has discharged some 
yellow fluid - guessing it may be down to an 
infection which could mean the baby is at risk. 

“Breathe for me, Maria. Nice deep breaths,” he 
says in a authoritative voice, helping to calm the 
woman and the relatives anxiously buzzing 
around her. “Get together everything you and 
Maria will need and we’ll get you along to the 
hospital,” he tells her English-speaking sister. 

Paramedics also get a generous share of mun¬ 
dane calls: people feeling queasy, cuts and 
scrapes and even from motorists who are keen to

augment their injuries for insurance pay-outs. 

Lyndon recalled one of his personal favourites: 
“I went out to a guy complaining of bad pain in 
his rectum. There was no light in the room so I 
was there, staring up his rear end in the dark with 
a torch. He mentioned that his mates at work had 
recommended some cream to him so I asked him 
to bring over the tub. 

“It turned out to be Deep Heat - they’d played 
a bit of a trick on him.” 

T HE role of a paramedic now involves 
much more than simply shipping people 
to and from hospital. They are trained to 
assess a patient’s condition and administer 
urgent, potentially life-saving treatment, includ¬ 
ing some drugs. 

When we’re called to a house in Fore Street, 
Edmonton, to an overweight, asthmatic woman 
suffering from diarrhoea and breathing difficul¬ 
ties, Dave asks everyone in the room to be quiet. 
He crouches near the distressed Turkish woman 
for a few moments before saying: “I can hear a 
bubbling sound: she’s got water in her lungs.” 

Working on the frontline means ambulance 
staff see first-hand the problems caused by 
poverty, cramped housing and unemployment 
and the difficulties facing non-English-speakers 
in accessing healthcare and social services. Only 
one of the eight patients we helped during the 
shift was a native English-speaker. 

As the snow begins to fall and we wait for the 
ambulance to be wiped clean, we talk about 
patients who have stuck in their minds for more 
sombre reasons. “I’ve been called out to a couple 
of Broadwater Farm stabbings and shootings,” 
says Lyndon. “You realise afterwards that what 
you’ve seen is pretty horrific, but at the time 
you’re just focusing on doing your job. It’s after 
that the gallows humour comes in - it’s important 
to get it out of your system. 

“The worst jobs for me are sick children. One 
of our colleagues was first on the scene when 
Baby P died. But if you’re ever reaching that 
stage where you can’t shake off a particularly bad 
job, there’s always someone to talk to. 

“There is that stress, but knowing you’ve saved 
someone’s life is such a buzz.”

£9,000 cost of sound lie 

A COMPANY director who made up a professional 
body in order to issue sound certificates for 
buildings has been fined £9,000. 

Mike Legon, a qualified acoustics engineer and 
sole director of A Sound Solution Ltd, pleaded 
guilty to dishonestly making a false statement in an 
accreditation certificate submitted to Haringey and 
Lewisham Building Control Services. 

Legon claimed his company was accredited to 
carry out sound insulation testing when it was not. 

Nilgun Canver, Haringey Council’s cabinet member 
for neighbourhoods, said: “It’s a serious matter if 
you buy a flat or a home and find that the walls are 
paper thin and the floors are not at all soundproofed. 
Accreditation to professional bodies is what gives 
you peace of mind when employing someone to check 
something out for you. 

“Our vigilant officers may have saved households 
and housebuilders from getting a very raw deal.” 

Legon and A Sound Solution Ltd were each fined 

1,000. Legon agreed to pay £7,000 towards costs.

TWO teenagers from Tottenham 
have been charged with the theft of 
a £1.2million antique violin at 
Euston station in November. 

The two boys, aged 14 and 16, 
who cannot be named for legal rea¬ 
sons, were arrested for the theft of a 
300-year-old Antonio Stradivarius 
violin from a musician who had 
stopped to get something to eat 
from a cafe outside the station. 

A public appeal for information, 
including a slot on BBC TV’s 
Crimewatch show, led detectives 
to also charge 30-year-old John 
Maughan, of no fixed abode, with 
the theft of the antique instrument. 

Detective Inspector Andy Rose 
said: “The victim arrived at Euston 
with her violin before stopping to 
get something to eat at the Pret A 
Manger cafe outside the station. 

“At about 9pm, she noticed 
her black, rectangular violin case 
had been taken and immediately 
called police.” 

Contained within the case was a 
1696 Antonio Stradivarius antique 
violin, a Peccatte bow valued at 
£62,000 and another bow made by 
the School Of Bazin, valued at more 
than £5,000. 

Officers are continuing to appeal 
for information regarding the auda¬ 
cious theft and a £15,000 reward, 
issued by Lark Insurance Booking

Group, on behalf of the victim, is 
also on offer for information lead¬ 
ing to the safe recovery of the violin 
and bows. Police believe they are 
currently being held within the 
UK’s traveller community. 

DI Rose added: “The chief focus 
of our investigation remains to get 
these very precious items returned. 

“Although they are extremely 
valuable, I want to stress that their 
sell-on value, in monetary terms, is 
practically nil because they are 
unique. It would be very easy for an 
arts or antique dealer to recognise 
them as stolen property, meaning 
they couldn’t be sold for anything 
near to their true value. 

“Our enquiries currently lead us 
to believe the items could be held 
within the travelling community 
and it is also possible that they will 
be offered for sale within the 
antique or musical trade, either in 
England or Ireland. 

“I appeal to those who have these 
items, or anyone who has any 
knowledge of their whereabouts, to 
come forward so they can be 
returned to their rightful owner.” 

The teenagers have been released 
on bail while Maughan was 
remanded in custody. All three will 
appear at West London Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday, January 20.

Lift The Weight campaign throws a lifeline to young 


men across north London who find it hard to cope 


A MAN from Tottenham who 
developed schizophrenia after 
smoking cannabis from the 
age of 13 is backing a new campaign 
urging young men to look after their 
mental health. 

Lift The Weight has been launched 
by Barnet, Enfield and Haringey 
Mental Health NHS Trust to encour¬ 
age teenagers and young men to get 
help if they think they need it. 

Laurence Shrodier, 30, was admit¬ 
ted to St Ann’s Hospital, in St Ann’s 
Road, Tottenham, after his regular 
cannabis use created feelings of 
intense paranoia. 

He said: “I started smoking weed 
when I was 13.1 just started doing it 
because my friends were. I didn’t 
notice anything was wrong until I 
started to get really paranoid. 

“I thought people were talking 
about me and I thought I could hear 
the television talking back to me when 
I was watching it. 

“It’s hazy now what happened but I 
just remember walking along the 
street in the middle of winter with 
only a T-shirt and shorts on. 

“I was sent to St Ann’s where they 
treated me with a combination of

medication and occupational therapy. 

“I would advise anyone in a similar 
situation just to get help. 

“I’m going on holiday to visit rela¬ 
tives in Ghana soon which will be the 
first holiday I’ve had in years. I’m 
feeling positive about the future.”

Research also shows that men aged

less likely to talk openly about their 
problems with friends. 

The trust has created an area on its 
website giving young men access to 
information on stress management, 
including advice from sportsmen such 
as Barnet FC captain Anwar Uddin as 
well as Reading midfielder Jobi 
McAnuff and Queens Park Rangers 
player Mikele Leigertwood who both 
hail from Tottenham. 

Maria Kane, chief executive of the 
mental health trust, said many young 
men turn to smoking, drugs and drink¬ 
ing to excess when they face prob¬ 
lems. She said: “Men are under a lot 
of pressure sometimes to be strong 
and able to cope and many do not 
voice their emotions. 

“We believe this campaign will also 
help reduce the stigma surrounding 
men’s mental health, so young men 
know it’s OK to ask for help.”

The King’s Speech (12A)

IT’S a film which has the uplifting 
slogan, Best Of British Quality, run¬ 
ning through it like a stick of 
Brighton rock. 

Building up to George Vi’s nine- 
minute address to the nation on the 
day we declared war on Germany, 
it stars some of the most talented 
of our acting gene pool and is 
directed by Tom Hooper who made 
one of the best British films of the 
past five years, The Damned United. 

But what really impresses is that 
this is no Merchant Ivory period 
drama, being, like the Brian Clough 
film, a warts and all slice of English- 
ness; of dilapidation as much as top 
hats and horse-drawn carriages. 

Starting with the future king’s 
painful address of the Empire Exhi¬ 
bition at Wembley Stadium in 1925 
we follow Albert’s (Colin Firth) and 
Elizabeth’s (Helena Bonham Carter) 
attempts to cure his speech imped¬ 
iment with the help of maverick 
Australian speech therapist Lionel 
Logue (Geoffrey Rush). 

A brilliantly documented relation¬ 
ship, it seems to embody national 
characteristics of aloof condescen¬ 
sion meets an uncouth, rugged 
warmth before turning into some¬ 
thing richer and more nuanced as 


Albert thaws, Logue’s reconciliation 
and methods start to work, and 
we are enraptured by a quirky 
buddy movie. 

What adds gravitas is the histori¬ 
cal background which Hooper and 
screenwriter David Seidler paint so 
effortlessly. As Hitler starts to cause 
a stir in Europe, Albert’s brother - the 
future Edward VIII - begins a rela¬ 
tionship with Wallis Simpson that will 
eventually undermine his own 
monarchy resulting in abdication 
and Albert’s unexpected coronation. 


A film about a speech thus 
becomes a symbol of national pride 
and character as George VI attempts 
to conquer his demons and prove he 
is fit to lead us into war. 

Rivalling his captivating perfor¬ 
mance in A Single Man, Firth is 
superb - a tortured combination of 
aristocratic hauteur and terrible fear 
of what will happen when he opens 
his mouth - while Rush is a heart¬ 
warming, idiosyncratic foil and Bon¬ 
ham Carter regal.

DAVID BECKHAM joined in his first 
training session with the Tottenham first- 
team squad yesterday, but it remains 
unclear whether the former England 
skipper will complete a short-term loan 
move to White Hart Lane. 

The LA Galaxy midfielder completed 
a series of fitness tests at Spurs Lodge on 
Monday, having returned to the country 
last weekend after the end of the MLS 
season. 

Beckham is reportedly keen on playing 
for Spurs before returning to Los 
Angeles ahead of their first game of the 
season against Seattle Sounders on 
March 15. 

As things stand, the former Manchester 
United and Real Madrid star will only be 
at the club to train until February 10, with 
negotiations between Spurs and the 
Galaxy having reached an apparent 
impasse, although boss Harry Redknapp 
is hopeful a deal can be made. 

One player looking forward to training 
with Beckham is youngster Andros 


Townsend, who starred as a surprise 
inclusion in Tottenham’s 3-0 FA Cup win 
over Charlton on Saturday. 

The 19-year-old, who recently had has 
loan at Ipswich Town terminated, opened 
the scoring with a 20-yard strike and 
gave the Addicks’ defence a torrid time 
all afternoon. 

“It would be a massive boost for any 
youngster to have someone that is proba¬ 
bly England’s best ever player training 
with them,” said Townsend. “He is one of 
my idols. He can teach me a lot, he could 
teach anyone in English football a lot. He 
is an amazing player and he has had a 
fantastic career.” 

He added: “I thought I played well 
when I was given the chance at Ipswich. 
I just took my form into the Charlton 
match and hopefully I have shown every¬ 
one here what I can do.” 

Meanwhile Spurs are reportedly in an 
“advanced stage” of talks to bring 34- 
year-old Everton skipper Phil Neville to 
White Hart Lane in a shock transfer 
swoop, while David Bentley is undergo¬ 
ing a medical at Birmingham.
